I'he flute players, d issatisfied because 
the latest cen sors had forbid d en them to 
take part in the ban quet in Jupiter's T e m ­ 
ple, 
accord in g to the atu en t custom, 
withd rew every on e of them, to Tibur, so 
that n obod y wa** left to play at Home d ur ­ 
in g the sacrifices. 
This in cid en t » hocked 
the religious sen timen t of the Hen ate, an d 
the Hen ate sen t messages to in vite the in 
habitan ts of Tib ur to make every effort 
in ord er that the players be return ed to 
the Roman s. 
T h e 
Tiburtioes, havin g 
promised n ot to n eglect an ythin g n eces­ 
sary 
for 
that 
purpose, 
called 
the 
flute 
players 
to 
come 
to 
the 
place 
where the Sen ate met an d exhorted them 
to go hack to Rome. 
Seein g that, they 
could n ot prevail upon them to d o so, 
they employed stratagem in keepin g with 
their character. 
On a d ay of festival, 
un d er the pretext th at music would in ­ 
crease the joy of the feast, every citizen 
in vited the flute players in d ivid ually to 
his house, an d win e, of which people, of 
th at profession 
are 
usually fon d , was 
given to them in 
such quan tities that 
they fell in to a d eep sleep.

then thr ow n in to wagon s an d tran sported 
to Rome.
